RuBBia reacbed the moutba of lior 
riTors loiif,' (igo, ami Ima got boyoud 
them, unleaa tlio Danubu n filsu la hu 
reckoned as ii ilus^^iim ylieatn. Yet 
tho exertions of llio JUiaaiau Govern- 
ment to augment its militiiry forces 
were never greater than tlioy bavo 
been in the last six yoard. Kbo had 
already the power to bring bait a mil- 
lion of men into the I'lokl. J3at tbo 
grand moasuio of uuivorsiil conscrip- 
tion sauctioued bv tho ukaso of Janu- 
ary 1, 1875, will add another half 
millipn to that number of lier active 
troopa and another million to the re- 
serve. Those cuormous forces can 
only ba raided aud lauiutiuLuid lor 
agyrcssivo piirposufci. The territory of 
Kussiais invulueiable. Nobody has 
an interest in attacking it, unless she 
begins by attacking some one else. If 
attacked, as she was in 1812, slie may 
rely on her climate, her extent, aud 
the patriotism of lier population for 
effectual defence. Saltuig aside am- 
bitious considerations, we should say 
that to burden a poor and thinly pop- 
ulated country with tho maintenance 
of au enormous army is the most 
Mischievous policy that can bo con- 
ceived. It is a ])orpotual drain on tho 
manhood of tho Empire. It enormous- 
ly wenkGns its productive powers. It 
leads to a frightful loss of life. When 
the Emperor Niciiolas once expressed 
bis Burprido at the inferiority of the 
men in bis army to the seamen of his 
fleet in point of discipline and condition 
Count Worouzow replied that what tho 
army wanted was "more food and less 
drill." ' '^[undreds of thousands of 
human beings have been sacriliced in 
the last lifty years to tho stupid pride 
of exhibiting to tho world the shows 
and pageants of a great military es- 
tablishment. What renders this stale 
of things still more lamentable and 
extraordinary is that the Russians are 
not a warlik and combative people. 
Even in their drinking bout.s they do 
not fight. They outiryly ignorant of all 
that goes on nbioad aud entirely in- 
dififereat to glory. JS'or can any con- 
oelTable benefit accrue to the people of 
Bassta'by threatening and molesiing 
their neighbours, or by tho acquisition 
-of- territory, of which thi-y have 
already more thua enough. If their 
country were attacked tbuy would de- 
fend it with undauated courage, but 
Asia race of men there is no people in 
the world less dispofied to slaughter 
their neighbours. .Alilitary service is 
with them the lesiilt uf absolute, blind, 
unquestioning obedience. They sub- 
mit to it as tijey would submit to a law 
of nature, because they are docile and 
.brave. Yet surely military service, as 
it is understood in Russia, is the most 
detestable form of slavery; for a peace- 
ful peasant is converted by il, without 
tho least will of his own, into a blood- 
hound, a destroyer, or a victim. Aud 
this burden is non being hung with 
redoubled weight upon tlin b.ick of 
every peasant in iha jMiipire. The 
whole community is crushed by it. 
Military sm vico is tho primary obli^ia- 
tion of life, and must affect every other 
relation of society^

THE IMMOLATED CITY. 

The oUj of St. John, Now Brunswick, 
tb« almost total dostruction ot which iviis 
■niounoed yosterdiiy in our oxclusivodis- 
patohes,.contttinGd bpforo tlio firu nlioiit 
50,000 inhabitants. It wuh u busy iind 
thriving Beaport, nearly two-thirds of all 
the Bhinping of tho Dominiou being own- 
ed there. Tho city was regularly laid out 
and well built, and stood on a deqliyity. 
"When approached from the sea it had an 
imposing apiiearaaoe. The buildings 
■were mostly of Uriok and stone; but this 
liiOf did not save them from dostrucliou. 
TM firo'iopred up ail objects in Its path 
as if they were of tinder. St, John is the 
centre port of a wide extent of country, 
mboundingin agricultural rpsouroos, min- 
erals, and valuable timber, und enjoys n 
large export triulo. Since CoufiHlonitiou 
the town has grown rapidly, and iLo Pro- 
vinoo ha3 booomo ii network of niilwaya 
which convorgo at St. Jolin. Tho public 
buildiug8,churohes and private ro.-^idences 
vera, amongst the most beautiful and 
costly in the Dominion. Now Brunswick 
has many boub resident in British Colmn- 
bia who will hoar with a pang of regret 
that the proudest and wealthiest city of 
their native Province has been literally 
xednoed to a heap of glowing ashes. 

AGRICULTUHAL. 

Recent importutions of live stock to 
this Province have comprised uniiuals of 
highly esteemed grades, selected from the 
herds and flocks of experieucotl breed 
in California and Canada. At no time in 
the history of British Colaml)ia has tboro 
been manifested as eager a disjiosition to 
improveand encourage the growth uf 
■td6k aa now. Men are gradually turning 
th'sir attention from the nomadic pursuit 
ofgold banting to the more prosaic and 
generally more profitable calling of farm- 
ing and stockraising; and from tho 
experience of farmers in other countries 
they find that there are in farming as 
many opportunities for doing good and 
making money as in any other business of 
lite.

The stockraiser 
who purchases u cow, horse, pig or sheep 
and p*y8 for it a price that '20 years a-jo 
would have been deemed fabulous, aims 
at producing an animul that w ill bo an 
improvement on the one lie has ju»t 
bought, iio has the experience of the 
past and the science of the future to aid 
him. An eastern lecture moiitioned tho 
fact that two or tbroo yoais ago a cow 
WU8 sold in Nt'w York State for more than 
840, OUU; and SyO.OUO has boen refused fur 
a Biugla ram. Tho owuer of a pair of 
pure-brad E.-..sox swiuo has sold pigs for 
over $10,000, and has a herd left. In 
England the offspring of a Yorkshire sow 
was sold for money enough to build a 
church. A bushel of potatoes has been | 
sold for S500, und tho seotl of a new va- 
riety of tomato for a higlii.-r Huni. A few- 
days ago at London, Canada West, a 
shorthorn sale was held. Tliirty-uiuo 
oows and ht-ifera sold for $29,325, or an 
average of $749 each.

The Penge Mystery,

Meanwhile, in spite of wars and ru- 
mors of wars, the oi'dir.ary routine i.if 
tilings goes on iniudi a-i usual. Once 
more the newspaper public liftj had its 
mind occupied with u sensation murder 
case, whoso reports have, as usual, raised 
thosd'cet (-ale of newspapers far more 
than liny intidligeneo from tho seat of 
war. Tlio I'eii.Ljo 1113 'Uery. a.s it is called 
in news|ia|iiii' iioiin iii'l if iii'i), Kiad.s more 
liiio a clia|)ler fr.;ui a iijiiiaiico of tliu 
"penny dreadful" order than n narrative 
of real life. 'Aocor<.ii g to the story, us 
told by tho prosocution, a girl of weak 
mind, and ijos^e^sed of tioiuu three or 
lour tlioiiHiiiid pdUDiis in her own right, 
was iiidnecMl lo iiuirry a 111 in ton yearslier 
junior, and iiirerior to lu'r^olf in social 
posiiiun. As soon lis ttie liudbaiul, Mr. 
Staunlon, had secured possessiou of his 
wife's money bo systematioally neglected 
and ill-treated her. All this is oommon- 
place enough. The odd jiart of tho story 
ia that Mr. Staunton, his brother, and his 
brollu r's wife and her sister, are ropre- 
itentiid as having (h.'lilieratnly conspired 
to kee;' the iiiilnippy wife iu coiiliiiemont, 
aud to literally starve hor to death. Tho 
ovideneo in Hiijjport of the charge is ter- 
ribly heavy. On tho other hand, a strong 
point in fiivor of the pri.soners is that the 
husliaml liiiuself had appi,reiitly no pecu- 
niary advantage to oxpuut from' bis wife's 
death, while bis brother and sieter-iu-law 
bad little or no oonoeivable motivo for 



becoming accomplice in a most cold- 
blooded and ouloulatcd crime. Mean- 
while, upart from the seneational charac- 
ter of tho charge, a certain savour of ro- 
mance attaches to it from tho connection 
of the partie; concorued with by-gone 
soandala. A good many years ago thoro 
was, in that the .section of tho world of 
London which approaches most nearly 
to tho Parisian demi-monde, a lady celo- 
bi-atod for her beauty and known as Nelly 
Holmes. In 1845 Nelly Holmes marritid 
Lord Rivers, bettor known to men about 
town in the days before the Crimean War 
under the name of Horace Pitt, and who 
of late years has boon chi dly celobrated 
as a supporter of the Claimant. Lord 
Rivers had a sister, a Airs. BiUterlield.who 
after a somewhat chequered life, married a 
clergyman of tho Church ofEogland. This 
lady had three daughters, who wore them- 
telvoB well known in tho fushionablo 
sporting world. One of those daughter* 
married a certain William Howard, whoso 
life was chiolly p.issed at JJmiloguo and 
other refuges of brokeiulown mou of fash- 
ion, but who, if ho had lived, would have 
suoceodod to tho Earldom of Wicklow. 
Mr. Howard died shortly after his mar- 
rittgo, and his widow after his death gave 
birth to a posthumous child, who, it bis 
legitimacy could have boon proved,would 
ho tho present Earl of V^icklow. A suit 
was brought before tho House of Lords 
to establish the title, ou which tho posses- 
sion of very large estates depended, but 
the circumstances aud the date of tho 
ohilds birth wore so auspicious, and tho 
oharaoier of tho witnesses brought in sup- 
port of the charge was so doubtful, that 
the House of Lords refused to admit tho 
claim. Another dangUler of Mrs. But- 
terfield, and a niece of tho lato Lady 
Rivers, who died u few years ago, married 
Mr. Staunton, aud became tho victim of 
the ghastly tragedy which has given risa 
to the Penge inquest. 
At tho inquest throe facts of great import- 
ance were proved beyond a doubt, aud 
the^e probably led tho jury to return a 
vardict of wilful murder rather than one 
of manslaughter. First, the medical evi- 
dence showed that death was cau-ied by 
starvation; next, it was proved that the 
deceased had been olosely oouoealed by 
her husbond, ond that he had rafusod to 
lot her mot.'ier see her; and lastly, that 
there was no luck of motives to explain 
tho conductof Patrick Stauntju and Alice 
Bhodes. The Coroner at oiico made ont 
the warrant, and tho four were apprehend- 
ed by the police on Saturilay evening. 
On Wednesday the magisterial inquiry 
was opened at Bromley, the solicitor of 
tho Treasury briefly related facts, aud 
then examined the mother of tbedeceaatd, 
Mrs. Harriet Butterfleld. As your readers 
are already acquainted with the main facts 
she deposed, I need not repeat them, but 
there were one or two minor poiutH which 
explain a good deal wbiob before seemed 
strange. It was stated that the Chaucery 
proceedings to have deceased declared a 
lunatic wore taken simply to prevent her 
marriage, an, in her mother's opinion, she 
ought not to have married at alluu account 
of her weak iatolloct. On one occasion 
Mrs. Bvtterfield met Alice Rhodes at Loo- 
don Bridge Bailway station, when the 
latter told her it wai time she saw her 
daughter, and was wearing— Mis. Butter- 
fitild noticed— Harriet Staunton's favorite 
brooch. 

Whou she wont down to Halstead in 
March to try and see her daughter Louis 
Staunton abused hor and threatened to 
stab her, and told her she would never 
see her daughter again if she lived a 
thousand years. 

Again thore ia no doubt that Alice 
Rhodes and Lonis Staunlon were living 
as man and wife together, and that it wus 
their intention to be married after tha 
death of HariolStauntoii.To my mind these 
cironmstanoes, taken with the rest of the 
evidence, clearly point to the design of the 
prisoners to i^lowlj- sbirve tha woman to 
death, and I, for one, should not regret 
to see the two men, at any rate, suffer tiie 
extreme penalty of the law as the punish- 
mont for thair crime Tho idea of four 
men and women dolibcirataly determining 
to take advantage of iho mental condition 
of the deceased to bring about hor death 
by slow stars-alion is revolting in tho ex- 
treme. 

Public feeling is very siroiig against 
tho prisoners. Since tho Waiuwright 
trial it Ims not been so struugly excite I. 
On tho day of tho inquest tho prisoners 
woro so afraid of rough treatment that, 
upon tho advice of their counsel, they 
did not put in an appearance, nnd on 
Wodnisiiay, whou they arrived at Maid 
stone gaol from the Police Court in a cab, 
six or seven Immlrod p'.'oplo had assem- 
blodwbo hooted loudly .jumped ou tho cab, 
and so nearly succeeded in roughly hand- 
ling tho prisoners, that they hud to run 
as fast as they could into tho gaol. From 
tho first tho case has attracted a good deal 
of attention, and ptiblic interest is now 
fairly aroused in it throughout tho 
country. Tho next hearing will bo on 
Thursday. 

The Future of Europe. 

Tlio London correspondent of tboBir- 
mingham Gazette writes :""Tho long 
letter in to-Jay's Times headed 'Ilet- 
ronpect aud Prcspoct, 'sigiuid 'E. H., ' 
tho initials of Lord nainiiioud, tho 
most experienced diploinatiBt in Eng- 
land, should bo read for its own eako 
aa well as by reason of the repatation 
of the statesman who I assume ia the 
writer. 'E. H.' looks forward with great 
(iiixiety lo the future. Ho believes that 
the Turkish Empire must break up ; 
that Bulgaria and ft portion of Kouine- 
lia will bo given to Prince CliarloB of 
Ruuiuania, who will then become full 
king; that Austria will acquire somo 
Sclavonic territory, and Italy will bo 
componsaled with Dalinatia and 
Trieste; that .Montenegro will have a i)ort 
or two in the Adriatic; that Greece will 
get Albania, Thrace, Macedonia, nnd somo 
islands in the .\rcliipeliigo; and that Rus- 
sia 'will make good hor couquestH in Asia 
I\!inor from Batoum to tho i-l-dns of Troy, 
to tho extent at least of freeing tho Black 
S^ea and rendering any i'owcr that may 
temporarily occupy Oonstantinoplo au 
innocuous Doigbbour.' All this 'E. H.' 
thinks can be done without any legitimate 
ground of complaint either from England 
or Franco. For all that I don't think 
England will bo couteut to boo this di- 
vision effeoted without having something 
for herself.
